Railroad and telegraphic communica­ 
tion is cut off and this lends color to 
the report. 
It is difficult to get authentic news 
from the scene of the disturbances. 
At the Am erican embassy it was said 
no telegrams cann from the consuls 
there. 
Tile w ar minister, in explaining v In 
troops were hurriedly sent to Orizaba, 
in the state of Vera Cruz, said it was 
feared that the rebels might dynamite 
the railroad bridges. 
The net result 
of the fighting there, according to tin* 
minister, was one soldier killed and 
several persons wounded when a mob 
attacked and pillaged the market. 
Fierce lighting occurred at Durango, 
Torreon, Parral and Gomez Palacio. 
tile latter town falling into the hands 
of the rebels. 
Three hundred of the 
federal troops at Gomez Palacio are 
said to have gone over to tile insur­ 
gents. who have now turned their at­ 
tention to attacking die loyal forces 
at Torreon.

resolution states that it the railroads 
I would squeeze the water out of their 
stocks they would not need higher 
rates to increase their revenue. 
The strike question came up on the 
report of the special committee, which 
was unfavorable to the* measure, and 
extended debate followed. 
The dele­ 
gates from the state and central bod 
les claimed that often they were un 
able to make strikes effective because 
of lack of authority over the various 
local unions. 
President Compere said 
he would 
not 
want 
such authority 
vested in himself as president of the 
federation, neither would he want if 
vested in anybody else who might 
hold his position. 
A resolution asking that congress 
be petitioned to enact a law for the 
pensioning of workmen reaching the 
age of sixty years, who have no other 
means of support, was defeated. 
The convention adopted a resolution 
opposing 
government 
appropriations 
for river improvements or waterways 
except in cases where the states or 
cities interested 
agreed to 
provide 
free wharves cr landings for all ves­ 
sels without discrimination.

He then turned 
the revolver on himself and fell dead

Mrs. Batler was about twenty years 
of age. 
The couple had been unable J 
to agree and for several months past j 
the woman had been employed as a 
domestic at the Lewis hotel. 
Nov. 7 
she had palters served on her husband, i 
starting an action for divorce, and 
tliis apparently angered him, for as he 
entered the hotel he remarked to the 
proprietress, Mrs. S. I). I^ewis. “ I have 
come to pay for that divorce.” 
He 
then entered the kitchen, where his 
wife was, and the tragedy followed. 
Bauer came to Detroit just before 
dinner with his brother Charles, from 
whom he borrowed $5 w ith the avowed 
intention of paying part of the costs 
of a defense in the divorce proceed- j 
ings, but instead he used the money to ' 
purchase the revolver and ammuni­ 
tion. 
Coroner Frasier decided that no in-1 
qui st was necessary. 
The body of 
Bailer was turned over to bis brother 
j Charles. 
Mrs. Bauer’s relatives reside, 
j in Virginia and they have been noti- 
| fled of the tragedy. 
Bailer fired 
two bullets 
into Ids , 
I w ife’s body, the first passing near the 
1 heart and the second through her tem- 
j pie. 
As she fell to the floor lie fired 
i a bullet directly through li^s brain and 
expired immediately. 
Bauer was very 
much under the influence of liquor at 
the time he committed the act.

SOCIETY WOMEN IN FLIGHT

argument of Jared How on the inter­ 
ference of state with federal laws as 
applied to railroad rates, ( ’. W . Bunn, 
general counsel of the Northern P a ­ 
cific, occupied the afternoon session 
of the federal circuit court in the M in­ 
nesota rate hearing in presenting sev­ 
eral features if the same qu< stions not 
touched upon by Mr. How. 
He made a vigorous appeal in behalf 
of the railroads for justice, pointing 
out and illustrating by figures and dia 
grams that if the Minnesota rate laws 
are extended proportionately over th** 
Northern Pacific system the inevitable 
result is that the road will drift into 
bankruptcy; that the laws call for a 
through rate of more than the sum of 
the locals, which courts have held dis­ 
crim inatory and which offer induce­ 
ments which shippers would eagerly 
take advantage of, to the detriment of 
railroads. 
Mr. Bunn argued upon four proposi­ 
tions: 
F irs t— That the Minnesota rates are 
m aterially lower than the interstate 
rates. 
Second— That they are lower, gen­ 
erally .speaking and for all distances 
except very short ones, than the mile­ 
age proportion 
within 
Minnesota of 
long hauls, either through part of or
